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“ON THE TRAIN, April 30.—[Special.]—On 
the side track, next to the Alabama river, in 
Montgomery stood three gaily decorated 
palace coaches. They were laden with floral 
designs and tasteful festoons of evergreen. 
Numberless flags of miniature design fluttered 
from every part. Within, with flower and 
twig and streamers of red and white and blue, 
baskets of flowers pendant’from above and 
pictures of Davis and Hill suspended, the 
scene was one of beauty and rare grace of 
design. 
ME. DAVISIN HIS QUARTERS. 

The steady tread of soldiers, the martial 
airs of military bands, the growing cheers of 
advancing multitudes all told that the city of 
Montgomery, having well performed the 
sacied duty of homage and hospitality, 
was about to turn Mr. Davis 
over to Atlanta, the lithe young giant of Geor- 
gia. An old man, with white hair and serious 
face, stepped from a carriage, and ascended 
nimbly into one of the cars in waiting. Ae- 
companying him were Mayor Reese, of Mont- 
gomery; General John B. Gordon, Colonel 
Sanford, Major Sayre, and other gentlemen. 
Mr. Davis wasthe honored guest of the Hill 


“- monumental committee. The pleasant task-fell 


to the veterans of escorting the ladies of the 
party, being Miss Winnie Davis, Mrs. General 
Jobn B, Gordon, Miss Gordon, and the Misses 


Ree se. The members of the Hill 
monument committee present were 
Mersrs.

A PANORAMIC VIEW. 

As the powerful engine, pulsating like a 
huge thing of life which would burst the bonds, 
moved out of the city, it was followed by the 
deafening cheers of the thousands of Alabam- 


» ians who watched the departure of their loved 
and trusted leader. 


And yet he went not 
among strangers. Were it possible for the 
human eye, from an eyerie in the Blue Ridge, 
to see in the distance the rail rims which cir- 
cle around through the country from Mont- 
gomery to Atlanta, cutting through hills, de- 
scending into valleys and crossing rivers, 
it would have seen thereon, moving with ma- 
jestic speed, its courte marked by the curling 
smoke left behind, .a gaily decked object, flut- 
tering with flower, streamer and banneret. A 
closer look would reveal the fact that thous- 
ands upon thousands of people, moved by 


some common impulse, gathered all 
along the line, and that the cheers 
which first went up at Montgomery, 
had not Jost their force when they 


were cavghttp and echoed and re-echoed 
until it might* be said that it was the one 
voice of welcome which rang through the air, 
and that the cheer which greeted the train in 
Atlanta was but the gathered force of enthu- 
siasm which had been expending itself all 
along the way. 
INSIDE THE CAR. 

Within the train the scené was one worthy 
the painter’s brush, and to which Homer 
could not lend poetic exaggeration. An old 
man, guict and modest to a painful degree, 
skorn of the strength of youth, of the panoply 
of power, a whole generation intervening 
since he moved among men a very king in 
prestige, sat there, surrounded by those who 
had followed him on@e into bloody conflict. 
These veterans stood around the old man 
as though he was the special charge of each. 
They tended his wants, anticipated his wishes, 
eased his discomforts, in fact did everything 
except to deprive him of the power of think- 
ing. These crowds coming in from hillsides 
and valleys, awaiting him in breathless si- 
lence, and cheering his presence in applause 
which shook the earth, were moved by that 
sympathy which laws and edicts cannot re- 
strain. In the veterans’ car, the ladies became 
imbued with the spirit of the occasion, and 
waved their handkerchiefs fin ‘recognition of 
the cheers of the people. 

On the night before, inthe Exchange hotel, 
Mr. Davis sent for Mayor Warren S. Reese. 
Taking Mr. Reese’s hand between his own, he 
said: 

“You must not failto goto Atlanta with 
me. It was you who induced me to leave 
the quietude of my Mississippi home to see 
these dear Montgomery people—God bless 
them!—and you have been so kind, polite and 
attentive to me that I want you with me, and 
thould I go toSavannah, if it is possible, won’t 
you go there with me, too?” 

“Mr. Davis,” answered the mayor, “it is not 
in my heart to refuse anything you ask.” 

It was early evident, after leaving Mont- 
gomery, that in. Major Livingston’ Mims 
Mayor Reese had a worthy successor. To see 
the courtly grace with which the gallant 
major,aman of intense pride and feeling, 

rformed even the most menial duties for his 
honored guest, the tender solicitude, the antic- 
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iit: d act, wasto recall a tale of chivalric 
~* When Major Mims first went into Mr, 

'\i¢the latter said: 

Mejor, you haye almost grown out of my 
re coilection,” 3 

“That may be so, physically,” said Major 
Mime, “but not im intellectual development.’’ 

Major Mims had a most worthy associate in 
Dr, F.H. Orme, who was always «moving 
around to ses danger before it came. 

| SCENES ALONG THE ROAD. 

It was half past nine o’clock when the train 
started. The air was cool and pleasant, the 
skies were clear, and the sun shone with a 
pleasant warmth. The first few miles through 
the Alabama lowlands disclosed thse budding 
green of spring,while comfortable houses spoke 
of rural happiness. It was not until Chehaw 
was reached that astop was made. Chehaw 
is the junction for Tuskegee. Here five hun- 
dred people were gathered, of ail colours and 
conditions, showing that it was the people 
who were present. Major Mims, going to the 
rear platform, said: 

Fellow Citizens of Alabama: I introduce one 
who 1€-dearér to your southern hearts than- all 
others inallthe world besides—our honored ex- 

President, Jefferson Dayis. 6 ar oes, 

The cheers which went up were voeiferous. 
The train pulled out, Mr. Davis..bowing his 
acknowledgments. Ladies held up their 
childrento leok at him. At Notasulga the 
passing train was greeted by an artillery sa- 
lute. Mr. Sid Phelan presented his little boy, 
Malcolm Graham Phelan, to Mr. Davis as the 
grandchild of an old fris r. Davis took 
the boy up on his knee ae him a few 
moments. When Loachap@ka was reached 
several hundred people were gathered. Mr. 
Davis bowed, when a lady, addressing 
him, said: “‘Welcome, welcome, once again 
to our dear sunny land, land most dear to thee 
and us.” 


THE BOYS IN GRAY. 

The reception at Auburn was a notable one. 
Auburn is one of the most aristocratic social 
centers of Alabama, and is al3o the seat of the 
Alabama agricultural college. The cadets were 
drawn up in line on the platform, and 
probably five thousand people were assembled. 
The depot building was handsomely decorated. 
Among the adornments was a life size picture 
of General Johu B. Gordon. When the train 
slowed up the cadets gave a military salute. 
Hon. Hoke Smith, in introducing Mr. Davis, 
said: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: We have here the most 
beloved of our countiymen; the livirg representa- 
tive of 1 E¥* Cause; a cause so dear that for it it 
was well\jng yrd so much of the blood of our 
brothers anapens. I ptesent to you Mr Davis. 

It was five minut ;before a cessation of the 
cheering would al.ow Mr. Davis to proceed. 
At this, as at oth. ,stations. the ladies held up 
their children to see the confederate chief. Mr. 
Davis. bowing, said: 

You have heard of the lost cause. It is not lost. 
It will live again. It is not dead, but sleeping. 
Truth can never die, and no cavse can be lost 
while the fair women of the land smile upon it. 

— MR, DAWIS FINDS AN AARQN. 

‘WW Mr. Davis resumed his seat ajor Mims 
approached him and said: 

“Mr. Davis, your speech reminded me of the 
old Mississippi days.” 

Mr Davis—Dear. old Mississippi, these were 
giorious days. 

Major Mims—Yes, indeed. 

John Mcintosh Kell was then introduced, 
when Mr. Davis recognized him, saying: ‘Yes, 
you were the chief executive officer of Ad- 
miral Semmes. My brother-in-law served 
with you.” 

Closing in upon Opelika, Mr. Davis arose to 
go out and speak. 

General Gordon—Mr. Davis, you must not 
exert yourself speaking. 

Mr. Davis—I am like Moses of old, and 
want an Aaron. 

The car had stopped, the platform was gained 
and the people were cheering. Captain W. T. 
Newman, his empty sleeve fluttering in the 
wind, said: 

People of Opelika: Itis my privilege to intro- 
duce to you today the first and last president of our 
great confederacy. : 

Mr. Davis. who was standing beside General 
Gordon, placed his hand on the shoulder of 
the latter, and said: 

This is my Aaron; let him speak for me. 

(;seneral Gordon: ‘‘He is our president au3 
we intend to call him so, as‘long ashe may 
live, and we can speak to say it.” 

The flag displayed over the inscription of 
“Jefferson Davis Ever Dear to Us,” was pre- 
sented to General GeorgeeP. Harrison by the 
ladies of Savannah, when the general was 
commanding the 22d" Georgia. The la- 
dies in line next the park fence were 
the pupils of the Opelika seminary. The 
Lee Light Infantry were immediately in front. 

The flag flowing from roof of the depot was 
one borne out by the old company when they 
enlisted in 1861. It is owned by a citizen of 
Opelika. There were from 1,500 to 2,000 peo- 
ple who witnessed the passing through of the 
train. The young ladies and gentlemen of 
thecity personally made the floral decorations. 
All was done since 6 o'clock in the morning. 
Other services were held later in the day and 
resolutions expressive. of Lee countys love 
forthe southern people’s idol were passed. 
The day was one of local holiday, and _ busi- 
ness was almost suspended by those who are 
generally averse to matters of local interest. 
Everybody was full of emotion, and general 
gocd feeling. A large delegation from Colum- 
bus, probably one hundred and fifty, was 
present, some of whom will attend the unveil- 
ing of the Hill monument. The flag 
above freferred to was made of the ladies’ 
silk dresses in Savannah. The flag is consid- 
erably torn with bullets. 


A COMPLIMENT TO PAUL HAYNE. 

A letter was handed to Mr. Davis, which 
he read long and earnestly. Handing it to 
Mayor Hillyer, he said: 

“This is from Paul Hayne. 
and heroic poem.” 

Maycr Hillyer then read as follows:

By this time the rising’ uplands of Georgia 
were in sight, and the bubbling patriotism of 
the party began to rise. Captain LE. P. Howell 
grasped Mr. Davis by the hand and said: ‘‘We 
welcome you to old Georgia, where you are 
loved with an intensity beyond expression..”’ 
The music of the bands, the cheers of the 
asserabled hosts, and the firing of salutes 
greeted the entrance of the car into West 
Point. Here it was the pleasuie of Judge 
Mark H. Blanford to welcome Mr. Davis to 
Georgia soil. Said he: 

People of Georgia, we bring;jto the great soil of 
our native state, one who has never yet bowed 
the knee to Baal. One who has ever borne his 
ercss as becomes a hero. Is it asking too much of 
you to expect of you a hearty welcome to so noble 
amen’ 

A mighty cheer and cries of “No! No!” was 
the aurswer. The thousands of (icorgia throats 
roared with a vehemence which showed that 
the old state was fully alive to the occasion. 
A voice from the audience was drowned in re- 
peated cheers. Mr. Davis kept bowing to the 
right and to the left. General Gordon, placing 
his arm around Mr. Davis’s shoulders, said: 

My friends, I simply come to say in behalf of 
this dear old chief of ours, that we have positively 
forbidden him to speak. His heart, as well as his 
tongue, is full of eloquence, but his years are al- 
most gone, and it is enough for us to look upon 
his face. 

Mayor Hillyer, noticing that Dr. Grigg had 
a beautiful flora) offering, said: 

‘There is a West Point gentleman who deserves 
to be heard. Let us hear from him.’’ 

Dr, Griggs proceeded: 

Mr. President—I have the pleasure, today, to

- present you this token of regard, a fit emblem of 


the love and esteem of the lovely womanhood, 
chivalvic manhood and innocent childhood of our 
fair country. Old and young alike greet you today 
as their chieftain, without spot or without 
blemish. 

The following notes are self-explanatory : 

Wrst Point, Ga., April 30.—Hon. Jefferson 
Davis—Dear Sir: We, the children of the West 
Point public school, give youa glad greeting this 
beautiful day. You have our loye—forever will be 
enshrined in our hearts. Blessings aud peace be 
to you, our great and good chief.

West PoInT, Ga., April50.—From one who fired 
the first salute at Ringgold, Ga., while on your way 
to Montgomery in 1561. Accept this from the heart 
of a true patriot.

MISS WINNIE DAVIS INTRODUCED. 

General Gordon, leading Miss Winnie Davis 
to the car door, placed his arm around her 
shoulders and said: 

My <countrymen, I want to introduce you to the 
daughter of the confederacy. This is the war baby 
of cur old chieftain, Miss Winnie Davis. 

Miss Davis bowed repeatedly and was cheer- 
ed fully as enthusiastically aa her distinguish- 
ed father had been. 

Loud calls were made for Mrs. Gordon, god 
as the train slowly pulled out, that lady ap- 
peared on the rear platform and bowing and 
waving her white handkerchief was greeted 
with cheers by the audience until the train 
had put such a distance between that gesticu- 
lations only could be seen while voices were 
not beard. 

GREETED IN LAGRANGE, 

The most notable stop of the trip was that 
made at LaGrange. It was Mr. Hill’s old 
home; it was a favorite spot with Mr. Davis 
in years gone by. The people had made such 
urgent and special appeals to Mr. Davis’s 
heart that he insisted upon a detained stay. 
When the train rolled in it found such a dem- 
onstration as brought tears to Mr. Davis’s 
cheeks. The wealth of flowers, in all pos- 
sible designs, was simply marvellous. Cap-

The train meved out while Miss Winnie 
stood winsomely waving her handkerchief. 

Hoganeville was soon reached, when Dr. 
Spalding went out and said: 

Et is a proud 
day for the sonth when we have the privilege once 
more Of looking intothe face of oar grand old 
chieftain, the president of the confederate states 
of America, whom I uow introduce to you. He is 
unable to speak.

Greetings were exchanged between the re- 
ception committee and the distinguished gen- 
tlenmen in the car, and then preparations were 
mace to start upon the journey to Mrs. Hill’s 
residence.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce.
